Witnesses returning to Tel Aviv 
from the southern front said at 
least one and perhaps several 
Egyptian ships have landed troops 
on the coast in an attempt to res- 
cue forces encircled at Isdud, 23 
miles south of Tel Aviv and three 
miles south of the Israeli border. 
Jewish forces last Friday turned 
back four Egyptian veszels, two of 
them landing craft, in a battle of 
Tel Aviv. 

The Jews said they have sur- 
rounded 1,000 men of an Egyptian 
force of 5,000 on the coast and 
were attacking in the area yester- 
day. The Egyptians reported cap- 
ture of Miesanim (Nitsanim), a 
three miles 
southwest of Isdud, in an attack 
which began with air and artillery 
support Sunday. The communique 
said 220 Jews were killed or 
wounded and 110 were captured.

Chino Institution Ahead 
Of All in Nation 


Representatives of the Chino Institute for Men are among 
the most popular speakers before local organizations. As a 
community we are vitally interested in the great strides being 
made at the institution in handling men who have erred and 
who have been caught. ' 

We are also interested in the institution besides its prox- 


imity because of the “new thought” being applied to the’ | 


procedure in handling inmates. The fact that no guards 
watch over the men is generally known. 

Most people do not realize, however, the Chino proced- 
ure is among the most advanced in the nation. First of all, 
there is no “politics” in the employment of the administra- 
tors, teachers and supervisors. Employes are selected only 
on the basis of their qualifications and nothing else. That 

in itself results in improved management. 

A new “reception center’ is being planned for Chino. 
When it is built, men will then be brought directly to Chino 
for their first prison life. If they qualify they can remain in 
the unguarded institution and immediately begin a life of 
rehabilitation. 

Penalologists can forecast accurately on prison popula- 
tion. They have done so and are getting ready for an in- 
crease in inmates—just as all of the state is etting ready 
for a civilian increase. 

California is the forerunner of all states in handling 
prisoners and of all the state penal institutions Chino is the 
most modern. It is trite to say “eyes of the nation are on 
Chino,” but it is true.

Prices To Remain Unchanged; 


Retail Profits Are Small 


Will prices go up? Go down? Stay where they are? 

A national magazine recently asked 50 leading econo- 
mists to forecast the price trend for the balance of the year. 
Twenty-six thought prices would continue upward; 14 said 
they will remain about the same and the other 10 thought 
they will be lower by the end of the year. 

Averaging the answers, the concensus is that prices 
won't change substantially one way or the other. That may 
be a disappointmeni to the consumer but it is completely 
understandable. Spending, by government, business and the 
individuals, goes to higher and higher peaks. The vast sums 
being spent for foreign aid and military purposes will further 
strain the supply-demand balance. And millions of_Ameri- 
cans have a higher standard of living than they ever had 
before. 

You may not find what you consider “bargains.” What 
you will find, however, are merchants who sell you what you 
want at a tar lower profit margin than most people. realize. 
The time is now here when very few, if any. retail merchants 
are ‘making any money.” The profits per sale sare small, 
generally speaking and if they didn't exist at all it would 
make little difference in your purchasing power. 

Retail trade, whether we realize it or not, deserves much 
of the credit for the abundance that exists in this nation,
